Selectmen  commented  last 
week  at  the  request  of  the 
Committee  to  Survey  the 
Structure  of  Town  Govern- 
ment. on  the  proposed  article 
in  the  annual  town  meeting 
warrant  that  would  exempt 
future  policemen  from  Civil 
Service. 

"Civil  Service  is  unneces- 
sary." said  Selectman  Arthur 
Clark.  "We  have  unions  and 
collective  bargaining  now. 
Civil  Service  is  too  bulky  and 
unwieldy  a thing  to  work 
through.  It's  the  most  mixed 
up  mess  you  ever  saw  up 
there." 

Selectman  Mary  Jeanette 
Murray  took  a similar  stance. 
"It  took  us  eight  months  to 
get  a permanent  intermittent 
list.  Their  computer  is  always 
broken  down,  and  the  men  in 
the  Police  Department  are 
being  hurt,  as  well  as  the  town 
for  being  minus  police  officers 
because  it  takes  so  long  for 
names  to  come  down." 

Selectman  Henry  Ainslie 
agreed,  and  commented  that 
a Civil  Service  exam  ination 
isn't  going  to  yield  a person 
better  qualified  than  if  hired
